Having been providentially compelled to hoave
A pood .Iqm ¢ ol practical acquaintance with b=,
sud to see it in pdl it forms and stages duriog
cach of its Witvasions of Constantinople, I wish
to muke to my Iriends in Malne somo sugans
tions which may telivve anxlety and be of prac-
tical use:

1. On tlm approach of cholera every family
should be prepired to trest it without wi uting
for o physwginn. It does 8 work so expedi
tiougly that, while you are waiting for the doe-
tor, it is done,

2, 1t you prepare for iy, it will not come, |
think there {s no disease which may be avoided
with ®0 much certwinty as the cholorn,  Bul

rovidential clrecomstances, of tho thoughtless
natscrerions of some member of a houzalold,

may iovite the attack, snd the chatlonge will
never be refused, It will probably bée made in
the nieht, your physiclan has been called in

anothor divection, and you must tréal sthe chae
youreell, or it will be tutal,
CAUEE AND SYMIPTOMS,

a, Causes of Aflack.—1I have personally inves-
tigated ot least a hundred cuses, and not less
tlmntlm- fourths could bhe traced directly to
improper diet, or to itoxicating drinks, or 'to
voth united, O the remuinder, suppres ssed per-
spiration would <'n|i|1-r|< ¢ f large number. A
strong, henlthy, temperate Inboring mnan Imn’l n
severe attack of cholerd, and alter the danger
had passad 1 was curtous to ascertain the eanse.

4, Symptoms of on Aftack.—While
prevalent inu place almost every
ences more or less disturbancs
is doubtless in part imagioacy. Every one
notices the slightest variation of feeling, and
this gives an importance to mere triles, There
is olten a slight nausca, or wansient pains, or
rumbling sounds, when wo alfack follows. No
one ig entirely free from these. But when diar-
rhiea commences, thongh painless and slight, it
is in reality the -Mrmn-lnng party of the advanc-
ing column. [t will Imve it first no sinele chare
acter ol Asiatic cholera. Butdo not be deceived.
It is the cholera nevertheless, Wait a littie, give
it time to get Lold, say to yourself, I teel per-
fectly well, it will soon pass offs” und 1o a short
time you will repent ol your mII\.r in vain. 1
have seen many aone commit sulelde in this
wav.

Sometimes, thoongh ravely, the attack com-
mences with vomiting. Buf {u whatever way it
commences, itis sure to hold on, Iua \'cr\' few
hours the patient muy sink into the gpllupse,
The hands and feet become cold and pRrplish,
the countenance, st tirst nervous and anxfous
becomes gloomy and puthietic, although o menta
restlessness and roging thirst torment the sul-
ferer while the powers of lite are ebbing., The
intellect remupins clear, but all the social and
woral feelings scem wonderfully to eollapse with
the physical powers, The patient knows he is
to die, bul eazes not o snap about it.

In some caves, though rarely, the diarrhoes
continues tor a day or two, and the foolish per-
#on keeps about, ri'wn guddenly rinks, sends for
the phygician, and before he arrives ‘“dies ns
ag the fool dieth.”

COURSE OF TREATMENT, )

1. For Stopping the Incipient Diarrhea.—<The
mixture which | used in 1848 with great success,
and again in 1855, has during the epidemio ht‘t*tl
used by thnu-n.mh and although the attacks
huve been more sudden and violent, it has tully
establishied its reputation for efficieucy and por-
feot safety, It consists of equal parts, by mea-
sure, of one lagdanum and lerlts of camphor,
two tincture of rhuberb. Thirty drops for adult,
on alump of sugar, will often check the dlar-
rheen, But to prevent s return care should
always be taken to continue the medicine every
four hours in diminlshing doses; twenty-five,
iwenty, filteen, ten, nine, wihen csareful dict is
all that will be needed.

In case the first does not stay the diarrhoea
continue to give in increasing doses—thirty: Iive.
forty, forty-five, sixty=at every movement ol
the bowels, Large doses will produce no injury
while the diarrho:a Iasts, When that is checked
then is the time for caution, [ have never scen
a cage of diarrhoes taken in season which was
not thus controlied, but some eases of advanced
diarrhoens, and usp»cinlly of relapse, paid no
need to it whatever, As soon as this becomes
apparent I have always resorted to this course: —
Prepare o teacup of starch bolled as for use in
gtarching linen, snd stir into it u full teaspoon-
ful of laudanum for an Injection. Give one-
third at cach movemeut of the bowels. In one
desperate case, abandongd as hopoless by a phy-
sleian, I conld not stop the disrrhes until toe
BeY euth wjection, which contalned uearly & ten-
spoonful of laudanum.’ The patient regovered,
and is in perfect bealth. At the same time I use
}]rt‘prﬂod chalk In ten-graln doses, with o few

rope of laudanum and enmphor to each, But
whatever course is pursued, 1t must be followed
up or the patient iz lost,

9. Mustard Poultices,—These should be nrpliml
to the pit of the stomach, and kept on till the
snrfm'v is well rcdtlfuud.
